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A DAY WITH THE PYTOHLEY. 


To THE Editor op The Field.— One morning early during the 
hunting season, I heard my servaut, as he was on his way up stairs to 
wake me, humming the old hunting song: “A Southerly Wind and a 
Cloudy Sky Proclaim a Hunting Morning.” On his coming into the 
room I asked the regular question of a fox hunter, wliat sort of weather 
is it? He answered: cloudy, with a slight breeze, sir. 1 then told him 
to bring me the meets for the week, for I thought if it was a likely 
day, I would rail it, and go with one of the further packs for a change, 
instead of one nearer, as I had intended to. before hearing him hum¬ 
ming that song. He brought me Bell’s Life, and, sure enough, the 
Pytcliley met at North Kilworth, one of their best meets, so I con¬ 
cluded to rail it and go with them, as we were nearly sure of a good 
run from there. On arriving at the river side I found a large attend¬ 
ance, as there always is at that meet. The field being all gathered at 
the upper corner of the small covert, the hounds were thrown in and 
found the old gentleman at home, and, without waiting to ask after 
our health, he slipped out of the covert close by ns, turning slightly 
to the right, and through a stiff ox fence, the hounds close behind him. 
Six of us charged the fence abreast, getting safely over, giving us a 
good lead of the others,'who made for a gate further up the fence. 
At the feme crossing the road one of our party came to grief, his 
horse falling over the fence into it, leaving four of us with the hounds, 
and if the foe had gone straight on, we should iiave had it all to our¬ 
selves; but after crossing the road he bore to the left, where there 
were some old pits, aud here came the first check of six or seven min¬ 
utes. The whole field, except a man in a black coat and your humble 
servant, either stayed in the road or went to the pits where the hounds 
were Blackcoat and myself went down the road through another 
gate and turned up to where the hounds were only between ns and 
them was a stiff post and rail fence, over five feet high, and no 
taking off place. Blackcoat knew of this and had beckoned me down 
the road thereby putting ourselves on the right side of the fence with¬ 
out any trouble. While waiting here patiently we saw the fox steal 
out and cross the field. After letting him get a short distance, so that 
he would not turn back, I lifted off my cap; instantly the buntsmen 
saw it, aud scrambled down tne side or the pit toward us, and without 
hesitating a moment crammed both spurs in; his horse rose at it like 
a bird, and made one of the most beautiful leaps 1 ever saw; at the 
same time the huntsman gave a shriek that made the fox jump again, 
bringing the hounds over the fence like wildfire. We three had it all 
to ourselves, and for about 16 minutes it was the fastest tiling I think 
I ever was in. Ride up to the hounds we could not, although it was 
all large iuelosurcs and all grass, but ride after them we did. After 
abouf 16 minutes the hounds unfortunately came to a check. Like 
a statute sat the huntsman, while the hounds made their own cast. 
About 20 yards from where we were was a big bullfinch; at one corner, 
close by us, it had been cut down to five feet. A whimper, and every 
hound was over or through it, the huntsman jumping it alongside the 
last hound. I was following, when, not seeing him the other side, I 
pulled up, not knowing what was there. Just then he appeared, and, 
galloping off, shouted “take care, big place." 1 was just turning my 
horse around to get a good run at it, for 1 had pulled up close to it, 
when 1 saw two of the field coming up hand over hand.* I saw in¬ 
stantly I must jump it without more run than I had or lose my place, 
which was not to be thought of for a minute, so with a “hie over” to 
my horse, who was by Mundig. the winner of the Derby, and running 
the persuaders home, he rose gallantly to the leap, bpt the exertion 
was too much for almost a standing jump, as he did not have more 
than 16 or 20 of a run, there being a brook on the other side and a 
drop of about the same distance; ho cleared fence and brook, but the 
the drop was a drop too much even for him (although twice in one 
morning had 1 cleared a ditch with him, in the center of a ploughed 
field, 20 feet wide aud 10 deep, with no water if we had fallen in, 
after the Queen’s Btagliounds, though I coufess I did not know it till it 
was too late to avoid it, and then having jumped it 1 was obliged to 
come back, there being no other way out of the dilemma. Tha second 
time lie fell on his head, but I recovered him with the bridle,) and he 
fell on his head heavily burying my face in the ploughed land, which 
luckily happened to be on the other side. 1 staggered to my feet, 
mouth and nose pouring blood from the shock. At that moment the 
first of the field came over the same place, his horse not clearing the 
brook, but fell with his head against the bank, throwing his rider 
close to my feet; almost instantly after came the second, but his horse 
taking the fence in Ids stride caught Ids fore feet In it, and gave his 
rider one of the three worse falls 1 ever saw, turning head over heels, 
and falling on his back in the brook with his rider under him. Dizzily 
climbing into my saddle, for the pace was too good even to stop to 
wipe the mud and blood from my face, I galloped off, still second in 
tlie run, but afer another mile the run was over, as we ran him Into a 
large gorse covert, and never got on good terms with him again, al¬ 
though we had some slow hunting for an hour or so more. So ended 
my first, I hope not my last, day with the Pytcliley, which I enjoyed 
extremely. H. M. T. 


DRIVING DEER. 

To the Editor of The Field.— A dark night about the middle 
of last November found Wash, Jim and myself at the unfinished end 
of the Iron Mountain railroad, dose to the Arkansas line, with six 
good hounds, and an equipment which would see us through ten days 
of camp life. Since noon, when the stand horse had stopped to wat er, 
and Wash had got out aud walked ahead and found a deer track cross¬ 
ing the line, made the night before, our exdtement had been steadily 
on the Increase,Tind os the appearance of the country Improved every 
mile, becoming rugged and wild In the extreme, my anticipation at 
least (for the others were old hands at it) knew no bounds. 

We got along as best we could that night, for the little boat was 
full, and the accommodations poor, and next morning we chartered an 
Irishman and his team to haul us to the wilderness, a tract of country 
lying beyond Currant river, 30 miles to the west, where the deer were 
thick. 

About dark we unhitched and camped near a little village called 
Donatlien, and next morning early we drove Into it and made usual 
inquiries as to whether deer were plentiful. Some said they were, 
others that there was no wast, and they had all gone to White river; 
but finally we learned that the practicing physician of the place hunt¬ 
ed a good deal, and we broke for him. I Bhall never forget the im¬ 
pression that this gentleman made upon me. Blue jeans was the basis 
of liis attire, though through much repairing Ills coat was now like 
Joseph's—of many colors; stockings he did not affect, but through 
foppery or the desire to impress the dignity of his profession upon 
Ids beholders, he wore a fox-skin cap. 

He couldn’t go with us on our trip, but would devote a little time to 
us, and averred that he could put us where we could kill a deer within 
amileortwo. I took an opportunity when Jim and Wash were un¬ 
tieing a couple of his hounds, to spring my flask on him, telling him 
to put me on the best stand, and from that time we were allies. Reach¬ 
ing down from the wall an ancient rifle—the merits and mrlacles of 
which lie detailed in full to me during the market- he carefully di¬ 
rected the other hoys where to find their places, and blowing a gran¬ 
diloquent blast upon a horn suspended from Ills shoulder, a half-starved 
hound slut crawled meekly from a hole under his abode, and tills we 
started after. A tramp of a mile over ridges and through hollows, he 
took my hand and pointed to a blind which he had made, and told me 
to stay there and keep still, and left me. 

A good deal of time passed—too much I thought—and I wondered 
if it wasn’t too dry, or if the doctor wasn’t a dead beat, and so on; but 
finally I heard a hound open, and, after a little, again; they were slow 
trailing, but not for long, for they jumped it Immediately, and now 
they rattled it off. Sometimes I thought they were coming right at 
one, and then again ns they swept round a hollow, I went down ninety 
degrees, thinking they had given theother away.. But now there was 
no mistake; they were on onr ridge, with a fine doe before them. She 
didn’t give me the kind of sight we sometimes dream of, for when site 
neared the stand she ran obliquely down the face of the ridge, and 
when nearest it, was fully 76 yards. But 1 struck her hard with my 
right barrel, and couldn’t get In my left, but Wash rolled her over as 
she passed him. She was very good venison, and the doctor coming 
up, we all took a drink and voted him a trump. He started three 
more doer for us that morning, but they didn’t happen to come our 
way, and shortly after noon we pushed on for the wilderness. 1 have 
never seen tiie doctor since, but 1 believe him to be an honest man, 
and a good man on a hunt, but I have my doubts about litm with 
Spinal Meningitis. The slut was also good. 

The vest of the spree I must tell you at some other time, for we took 
16 deer out of that country, and only brought two of the slz hounds 
back, whicli were all mine. A fair specimen of my luck.

A DEER HUNT AT CROATAN. 

Croatan has already been spoken off in a previous article as a good 
locality for deer, bear and wild cat hunting, nnd It Is proposed to give 
a short account of a hunt that took place there In the winter of 1871, 
in which the writer participated, and which was eminently successful 
as far as venison was concerned. 

The party was made up at Fort Macon by the officers, and consisted 
of the following Individuals, whom I will name as follows: Knew- 
cock, commonly called “Gap;" Samite, nicknamed “Mlcey;” Lawson, 
the “Doctor;” and the writer—all considered themselves good Bhots, 
but the sequel will show If they were or not. Their equipment was 
simple, consisting of double barelled guns, with a sufficiency of pow¬ 
der and buck shot, for be it known It Ts not considered good taste to 
kill a deer with a rifle, in this benighted region. 

Starting from the fort at half-past four, we took the early morning 
train trom Morehead city, and after a ride of two hours nrrlved at 
Croatan station, and In ten minutes were in front of Bill Bell’s home. 
Fortunately for us we found him all ready for the hunt, with several 
of his neighbors who desired to participate, and at his heels were four 
of as good houndB as I have ever beheld, Fowler, Billy, Bruiser and 
Sal. ,f Well, Bell, what are the prospects for meat to-day?"

OUR DUCKS. 

To the Editor ok The Field. — I will continue my descriptions of 
‘'Our Ducks,” and will. In this letter, go more into details. 

The Canvas Back, ( Anai Valeieneria). —This duck ranks first 
among (he ducks for the fine flavor of its flesh. It is abundant In 
Chesapeake Bay, and in the Delaware, where quantities are shot In 
fall and spring. 

Dneription. —The Canvas-back Is about two feet long and three In 
extent, and weighs as mucli as three pounds, when in good condition; 
the bill Is large, of a glossy black, about three inches long, aud one and 
three-eighth inches thick at the base; eye, very small; Irlcles, dark red; 
cheeks and fore pnrt of head, blackish brown; rest of head aud a great 
part of the neck, bright, glossy, reddish chestnut, ending In a broad 
space of black that covers the upper part of the breast, and spreads 
around to the back; back, scapulars and tertlals, white, faintly marked 
with a quantity of line, tranverse, waving lines of black; lower part 
of breast, and also the belly, white, penciled In the same maimer, 
scarcely perceptible on the breast, and growing thicker and darker 
toward the vent; wing-coverts, gray, with specks of black; primaries, 
and secondaries, pale slate; two or three of the latter nearest the body 
are finely edged *vith a deep, velvety black, the former dusky at tips; 
tail, very short, pointed, consisting of fourteen feathers of a hoary 
brown; vent and tail coverts, black: lining of wing, white; legs and 
feet, very pale ash, the latter three inches wide. 

The female weighs about two and three-quarters pounds; crown, 
blackish brown; cheeks and throat,pale (irab; neck, dull brown; back 
dull brown where it is black on the male, skirted in some places with 
pale drab; back, dusky white, crossed with fine lines; belly, same as 
back; wings, feet, and'bill, same as in male; tail-coverts, dusky; vont, 
white, lined with brown. 

The windpipe of the male has a large, flnttish, concave labyrinth, 
the ridge of which is covered with a thin, transparent membrane; 
where the trachea enters tills, it is very narrow, but immediately 
above swells to three times tnat diameter. The Intestines are wide 
and measure five feel in length. T. Umbellus.

$200. In the match of Saturday, at 20 single birds, Abnar Price, of Chi¬ 
cago, took first money. $400; H. N. Sherman of Beloit, Wis., second, 
$300; S. H. Turriil, of Chicago, third, $160. The tournament closed on 
Saturday evening. 

—The following is the American rifle team selected to compete with the 
Irish team in the international match at Creedmoor, on the 26th inst.: 
H. Fulton, H. L. Oildersleeve, T. 8. Dakin, L. L. Hepburn, Q. W. Yale, 
J. T. B. Collins, J. Bodineand A. Anderson. Col. Wingate was chosen 
Captain ot thd team. 

Capt. Bogardus and Wm. Carson, of Philadelphia, are matched to 
shoot in that city, on the 23d inst. By the terms of the match, Bogar¬ 
dus is handicapped to shoot from five traps, English Rules; 30 yards. 
Curson to shoot at the same distance, from one trap. 

—Virginia, (Ill.) has a shooting club of 120 members. A match was 
shot Sept. 16th, tesultiug in the killing of nineteen birds by one side and 
thirteen by the other, each side shooting at 36 birds. A match between 
two members of the club for $60 a side, is expected to come off soon. 

—Bogardus and Ward shot at Buffalo, Sept. 14th, for $600 a side, one 
hundred birds each. Bogardus killed 96 to Ward's 88, and is consequently 
still the " champion pigeon shot of America.” 

The shooting ciub of Virginia numbers 120 members,and on the 16th 
inst. they had a shooting match, which resulted in the killing of nine¬ 
teen pigeons by one side and thirteen by the other; each Bide Bhoot- 
ing thirty-six birds. There will probably be a match between six 
members of thu club, three on each side, for $60, Borne day this week.

SPORTING NOTE8 FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Washington, September 16, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field.— Since the loss of my old dog 
•‘Bess,” I have been given a blaok-and-tan pup, which is said to be a 
line Gordon. His father and mother were brought from the north of 
Wales, and are very fine dogs. I have called the pup Shot, and have 
been giving him some careful handling. He was four months old yes¬ 
terday, and he has already developed fine hunting qualities. 1 have 
great hope for him, and intend to make him equal to any dog In 
Washington. 

The red birds and ortolan are here now In perfect clouds, and large 
bags of each are made dally. I have made good my poor luck on the 
day I told you of In a former letter. Yesterday at daybreak, the tide 
being high enough to get through the marsh, I started with a light 
skiff and good pusher, and soon had the bow filled with reed birds and 
orlotan. I have never yet seen the orlotan so plenty In the marshes 
near the city, and had killed thirty odd In less than an hour. The tide 
was coming in when we started, and we were soon able to go all over 
the marsh. The reed birds were wild, but by care we were enabled 
to bag twelve dozen and four by 12 o’clock, and to make the number 
of our orlotan run up to fifty-eix. In going through some very high 
reedB wc started a very large bird, which 1 took for a marsh hen, or 
“shite poke,” and fired at and dropped, but on picking It up found It 
to be a summer duck. I wss surprised, for I was using No. 10shot, 
and shooting one ounce. I can assure you baked duck did not go bad. 

The first day’s shooting of the Patuxent Shooting Club at the river 
from which they took their name, counted 700 orlotan, and In the en¬ 
suing day, the score was run up to nearly two thousand. 

I see by the published proceedings of the National Sportsmen's 
Convention, that the District of Columbia has been ignored, and no 
mention whatever been made of our delegate. If the next meeting 
is not productive of more good than the one just adjourned, It had 
better not meet. Although we may not have many birds to protect 
in the district, still we furnish a market for Virginia and Maryland. 

Our club committee for the shoot are working, and it 1 b likely that 
we will have a shoot early in October. We want to make It a great 
success. 

The Boat Clubs are both at work, and their trainers have them now 
In good condition. It Ib hoped the citizens will make up a prize of 
some kind. 

The Washington Driving Association have their track in readiness 
for the fall meeting, and I hope soon to make known the entries for 
the first races. 

A race was trotted last Friday, between Honest John and Maggie 
Durall, for $100 aside, and was won In three straight heats, by the 
former. Time, 2:61, 3:08, 3-13. 

There has been arranged this week for Daylight and Belle of Get¬ 
tysburg, for $500. 

In the Evening Star o f thiB city, a correspondent signing hiinseli 
“Mai,” acknowledges to have poisoned nine valuable dogs, to the great 
satisfaction of everybody except the owners. The communication is 
very properly denounoed by all lovers of the dog, and the Sportsmen's 
Club are going to prepare an answer for this human devil to read and 
consider. 

To-morrow I Intend to visit the great Falls and have another chance 
at the bass, and hope I may be able to record a large catch.

We have read with much pleasure an article from Nimrod In an east¬ 
ern journal, discussing the retriever question, which he treats fairly and 
reasonably ;.and far more to the point than the one we read some weeks 
ago in the same paper. We would like to begin with the latter part 
first, and explain to him the reason why we are obliged to have dogs 
of a certain size in England;for retrievers, although we think with him 
that dogs of a smaller size and lighter breed would be more prefer¬ 
able In this oountry, useless lumber they ought never to have, it is bad 
breeding. We have in England high fences and large gates, and a dog 
is bound to have size to jump a fence four feet and a half or five feet 
high, with a hare, balanced in his jaws, weighing from six to ten lbs. 
We are agreed with him too, as to the advisibllity of gentlemen never 
allowing their young dogs to retrieve their first season. If they must 
have them to retrieve, let it be after they have become thoroughly 
staunch to their point, and have learnt to find their birds with their 
heads up, and not by pad scent, which they ought only to do when go¬ 
ing down wind, or in high grass, eta, when they could not wind them 
by reason of the grass Intercepting the scent, unless they stand up on' 
their hind legs to catch it, which I have seen some first-rate dogs do. 
If allowed to retrieve before they have learnt this, they will as a rule, be 
materially injured. Nimrod also gives another excellent rule. Teach 
your dog to point dead before allowing to retrieve, as it will tend to 
make him more careftil and staunch. Having done all this, we do not 
think it will do any damage to a dog’s hunting qualities, or at any rate 
very little. But as a retriever we are certain he will be worth very 
little; he is fit for nothing except t* pick up dead birds which you 
could pick up yourself after his pointing them, or to find a severely 
wounded one which has not gone perhaps over twenty or thirty yards 
which you could also put In your pocket yourself after his pointing it’ 
so what, after all, is the use of injuring a fine dog by making him re¬ 
trieve. Make every dog point dead, but do not spoil him by allowing 
him to retrieve, for in cases where a retriever is really wanted, not one 
pointer or setter in five hundred could retrieve It for you, except by 
erratic wandering round and wasting time. The only earthly use in a 
pointer or setter retrieving, is In woodcock shooting, where perhaps 
half the time you do not know whether you have killed or not, and 
here a brace of cockers, or even one well broken will be more useful 
than either setter or pointer. One other place where a retrieving 
pointer or setter might be of servioe, 1. e., to fetch you a bird in a bog 
or in water, or across a branch, and for one or two birds that you 
might lose by not having a retrieving pointer or setter, you will lose 
perhaps a hundred in a season, by time wasted hunting for dead birds 
or rather birds you have seen fall and do not like to lose, and perhaps 
by chance your retrieving dog finds It, (as we have seen them.) in a 
hole, quite dead, right where it fell, and a retriever who knows his 1 
business would have found It at once, not by scent—or your setter 
would have found it—but because he knows it is there, as it fell dead, 1 
a thing he knows better than you, and so his teaching and experience 
tell him where to look. We disagree with Nimrod in one thing only 
and that Is as to his meaning of a eplendid retriever, for It is impos 1 
slble (meaning no offence to Nimrod) for a pointer or setter to make 1 
even what we should call a good retriever, unless kept specially for the < 
purpose, and we will only tell him that out of retrievers of three sea 
sons doing nothing all their life but retrieve, if Nimrod gets one splen- * 
did one, he Is doing well, allowing one to be a good one, and the re- i 
malnlng tolerable; but any one of the four tolerable ones would beat 
the very beet retrieving pointer or setter ever seen, unless, as I said ■ 
before, he had been kept specially to that business. Just one slight 
example. Take a deerhound that does nothing but trail (pray don’t l 
take exception, deer hunters, for we know what scent breast high 
means, and don’t mean to say your hound B cannot run head up, as we < 
know they can) he has no better nose than a setter, but how far would f 
or could a retrieving setter follow a wounded deer through the woods 
or prairie if kept five minutes it the charge, whilst a retriever could 
follow It as far as the hound, and would follow It, if ordered, unless his 
experience told him the deer was not wounded badly enough fbr him 

to catch It. A retriever has no better nose than a setter, but being 0 

cultivated differently, In It* own way is far superior. As for the ex- y 
pense which so many talk about, why not do without a retriever, only 


let your dog be taught to point dead, but not to retrieve; those who 
can afford a retriever, should have one. As regards transportation, I 
only wish Nimrod was In as good a country as we have around Mem¬ 
phis, for the superintendents of all the lines, at least we can speak for 
three, Louisville & Nashville, Memphis & Charleston, Mississippi & 
Tennessee, have a printed notice that no sportsman going on a hunt is 

* to k® charged for his dogs; and having hunted on all three lines can 
vouch for the dogs being taken good care of, and in one instance, where 
the owner of a dog paid his fare to the baggage master, and the dog 

1 was lost, the company paid the gentlemen $125 without any trouble, 

• on the fact being proved to them that he had paid fare on the dog. If 
Nimrod and a few others were to move in the matter, we think the 

> same would be done up north.

THE THEATRES. 

CHICAGO. 

It is partly owing to the popularity of the Immoral drama, that 
good acting is becoming an art almost unknown. There is no longer 
a training school for the actor. He le now taught to believe that 
a long and laborious study of his calling does not “pay.” Like the 
quack in medicine, he must apply himself' to a “specialty” if he 
wishes to win applause and money. Foolish young women come 
forward under a real or assumed Christian name, and reap a large 
fortune by singing songs crammed with coarse jests, or dy dancing in 
a way which once would scarcely have been tolerated in a Canal 
street saloon. Or an actor makes the Income of a millionaire by 
practicing bufloonery which is very little above the level of that 
formerly associated witli the clown’s part in a pantomime. The result 
is that young men and women who are studying for the profession 
are generally entirely ignorant of the best works of the great mas¬ 
ters. Perhaps the best training school for actors we have ever had in 
this country was that in New York, so long kept by Mr. Lester Wal- 
lack and his father. Mr. Hooley, in this city, is also doing a good 
work in this direction. He aims at forming a complete and harmoni¬ 
ous company, and presenting, through that company, a varied selec¬ 
tion of the best comedies. In that way he has been the means of 
providing the community with many an evening's entertainment, 
which was not merely harmless, but absolutely Instructive and bene¬ 
ficial. The members of the company know what discipline means, 
and consequently the theater is free from the scandals which are 
too often and too justly associated with the names of actors and 
actresses. 

With this exception, theaters of this kind, in Chicago, instead of 
multiplying in number, seem in a fairway to become traditions of the 
past. This is also true of other citieB. Legitimate comedy and 
drama have given place to cheap stare, and the rubbish of the recent 
dramatic school. It is no doubt more difficult than ever to keep to¬ 
gether an efficient and well trained company, for the competition 
among managers Is great, and the pay of good actors or actresses has 
greatly increased. When a man or woman gives any signs of talent, 
temptations are placed in his or her way to become a “star," and of 
course the temptation is seldom put forward in vain. We must also 
take into account the fact that some of the more experienced managers 
have at least partially withdrawn from active life. There are young 
competitors in the field, concerning whom we shall ouly say that it is 
to be wished they would turn their attention a little less to the “leg- 
drama,” and a little more to those sterling works which the public are 
6till quite ready to go an’d see, if they‘are properly produced on the 
stage. 

We have been led to make these remarks from the uoticeable fact 
that two of our Theaters have been devoted, during the past week, to 
burlesque. At the 

Academy of Music, 

The “Black Crook” has been presented, and has attracted large, if not 
critical audiences. If numbers make success, then the “Crook” must 
be written down as such, and the manager congratulated on the suc¬ 
cess of his venture. The burlesque itself is, like all such stage litera¬ 
ture, a mere frame work, mounted with attractive scenery, filled in 
with pretty ( ?) faces, pedal extremities, beautiful costumes, grotesque 
and amusing feats and contortions, and accompanied by light and pop¬ 
ular music. These are the only essentials in burlesque—nothing more 
is looked for, nothing more is really expected. Let these conditions 
be complied with, and the class of theater-goers who care about such 
performances are perfectly satisfied. The conditions have been fairly 
complied with at the Academy, and there is every teason to anticipate 
for the “Black Crook” a prosperous run. The scenery is good, the 
transformation scene shows both great taste and skill in Its concep¬ 
tion, and the general appointments are certainly superior to those we 
have been accustomed to see in Chicago. If we add that the piece it¬ 
self is never dull, we shall fill up the measure of such compliment as it 
deserves. During next week several additional novelties will be intro¬ 
duced, and it Is stated that the ballet Is to be strengthened and 
otherwise improved. It certainly needs it. 


Commencing on Wednesday ovetUljg.acapIpEny calling itself “Lord 
Elliott’s London Burlesque Company,” appeared in what was called 

The Laughable Burlesque of Cinderella.” We have grave doubts 
that any member of the company ever saw London, and if so, we oer- 
tainly advise them to return there by the first Cunarder. There is no 
room for them In Chicago. What the plot of the Burlesqe may be. Is 
a fertile subject for conjecture, and there is no need of wasting many 
words about it. The piece may be briefly summed up In one word— 
“trash.” Herein, of course, it satisfies a well-known theory of Borne 
persons, that ou the Chicago stage, during the fall, trash Is both ac¬ 
ceptable and remunerative. We are of a different oplulon, and sinoe 
we can not see that the burlesque of “Cinderella” concerns the drama, 
or is at all important to the interest of the stage, and its value as an 
Instructor, civilizer, or even amuser of the community, we must refrain 
from contributing to its praises. The same individuals threaten to 
produce a new burlesque, entitled “The Pilgrim of Love,” but we hope 
Mr. Placey will spare us the infliction. 

McVicker’s Theater 

Is still crowded nightly, Mr. Jefferson playing Rip Van Winkle. There 
is no appearance yet of a falling off in point of attendance, and so 
long as this is the case, we can not hope to see Mr. Jeffereon in any 
other part than the vagabond oi the Catskills. 

Hooley’ s Theater. 

The play entitled “Used Up” has hold the boards during the week, 
the Theater has been filled with spectators, and each performance has 
been received with genuine delight, and rewarded with heartfelt applause. 
"Led Astray” constitutes a beautiful performance, and we think it fully 
deserves the reception it has received. It is sweet, elevating, and at the 
same time piquant and brilliant. .This effect is not usual, for, as generally 
treated in dramatic representations nowadays, goodness and virtue are 
rendered synonomous with dullness ; and we are sorry to say that bald- 
headed young Christians and moral pocket-handkerchiefs fail to hit the 
mark, and are not popular. All the more thankful are we when we find 
that what is right and good gets interpreted on the stage by what is mag¬ 
netic and sparkling. Some day, perhaps, it will get to be understood that 
a man may be decent and respectable, and still be intellectual, sensitive, 
bright, zastful, and pleasing. To the excellence of Mr. Hooley’B new com¬ 
pany we have before rendered tribute, and can only say that further 
knowledge only serve to strengthen the favorable opinion already formed 
and expressed. 


ELSEWHERE. 

MB. BOUCICAULT RISES TO EXPLAIN. 

Dion Boucicault has written the following extraordinary letter to the 
New York Herald, which is certainly the dramatic sensation of the 
week:— , 

The announcement that I have revised Otway’s tragedy, “Venice Pre¬ 
served,” for Booth’s Theater, has excited the usual demonstrations among 
the noisy young scribes that infest the purleus of the press. Why the cur 
catchers do not include them in the pound with their fellows I can not con¬ 
ceive. My revision has been limited to reducing the tirades with which the 
play abounds to a moderate length; restoring some of the original omitted 
m the acting version, and, wherever necessary, excisions have been m fd e 
connecting the several parts, by the introduction of a few lines. I have 
ventured to introduce in the last scene a passage from “Marino Faliero.” 
The scene of the execution in Byron’s tragedy being similar in attitude and 
incident, the language seemed to be adapted to the occasion and to the 
character of Piere, a rugged part, admirabiy suited to the virile quality 
of John McCullough’s talent. Yours obediently, Dion Boucicault. 

VKNICE PRESERVED. 

Poor Thomas Otway! Fortune was unkind to him when he was alive, 
and now, nearly two hundred years after his death, she plays him sad 
pranks in America. The production of his chief work, “Venice Preserv¬ 
ed,” at Booth’s, last Monday night, was anything but a success. The re¬ 
vival of old plays, especially one of this kind, nowadays, calls for a cast 
made up of genuine artists. The only artiat that could possibly be con¬ 
sidered as entitled to the name last evening, was Mr. John McCullough. 
His impersonation of the patriot, Piere , was characterized by thoughtful 
study, unobtrusive tenderness, and calm dignity, and the character, in his 
bands, became an artistic painting, complete in all its parts.

Judge Freeman, of the New York Superior Court, has Just rendered a 
decisson continuing during the pendency of the action, the preliminary in¬ 
junction granted to August Daly in his suit against Fanny Morant, to re- 
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field and stream. 


strain her from performing os an actress upon the atage of the Union 
Square Theater, in violation of her contract to act at hla Theater for three 
seaaonafor $135 a week, and to refrain from acting elsewhere in New York 
city. The Judge hold* that a court of equity may interfere by Injunction 
to prevent a breech of a contract for personal services, and he can see no 
reason why contracts for theatrical performances should stand upon a dif¬ 
ferent footing from other contracts for involving the exercise of intellectual 
faculties; or why theatrical managers Bhould, with the large capital neces¬ 
sarily invested In their business, be left completely at the mercy of their 
performers. He thinks Mr. Daly, on the merits of his case, iB entitled to 
this power of the court, and that Miss Morant’s allegation that she was 
practically shelved, or cast in subordinate character under a previous con¬ 
tract, does not establish an affirmative defence. She should have stipulat¬ 
ed in the present contract against the recurrence of these grievances. He 
grants the injunction on condition that Mr. Daly pay Miss Morant one 
quarter’s Balary during its continuance. 

Stuart Robson bade farewell to the English stage, from the boards 
of the London Gaity Theater, on the 20th ult., in one of his character¬ 
istically humorous speeches, concluding as follows: 

"Considerable attention has been called to the fact that from the 
moment of my appearance here, I have been treated by the audiences 
with marked favor, while the critics have failed to extend me that 
courtesy which a stranger in a strange land has a right to expect. As 
an American, I am proud to say that tide course Is in direct opposition 
to that pursued by the critics of New York, In reference to your emi¬ 
nent comedian, Mr. Toole, who lias been received by the press of Am¬ 
erica with the most distinguished favor. That the visit of this artist 
to ‘the land of the free and the home of the brave’ may be the means 
of strengthening his purse and his fame, and that he may return to 
you perfectly free from ‘American accent, which grates so harshly on 
the sensitive ear of the English critic,’ is the sincere wish of the indi¬ 
vidual who now has the honor to bid you farewell.”

Dion counted 13 
i in hia a, ! d 20 in his seventh inuing. Rudolphe made 18 in his 
, * b ld ’ and 20 * n his fourth. At the eleventh inning the game stood 66 
. to 68 in Rudolph’s favor, The latter then stepped forward, made a 
hard round-the-table shot, and got the balls together In a corner. By 
numerous bank-shots, a fine masse, superb draws, and the most beautj. 
ful and delicate “nursing," he worked 79 out of the ivories, wliioh put 
him 81 points ahead. Henceforth to the fortieth inning Rudolphe’s 
playing was uniformly good, and Dion’s quite as uniformly weak. At 
this time Rudolphe’s runs were 47, 44, 31, 27, 25, and the like, and 
Dion’s 26,17,15,14, and lesser ones. In his forty-fourth Inning, Ru¬ 
dolphe, by his wonderful nursing made 78-the game then standing 
533 to 318. The latter went out in his fiftieth inning. Dion, in his 
next to the last inning, squeezed out 55, his highest run. It was the 
result of desperation, and hence was brilliant, the player repeatedly 
sending the cue ball twice around the table to count, and the like. 
Time of game, three hours and five minutes. Rndolplie’s average was 
12, and Dion’s 6}. Dion was,388 when his opponent finished.

CONSTITUTION OF THE NATIONAL SPORTSMEN’S 
ASSOCIATION. 

Organized Sept, 9th, 1874. 

Art. I. Tills association Is formed for the purpose of securing pro¬ 
per mid harmonious legislation by and between the several States and 
territories of the Union, for the protection of wild birds, fish and 
animals throughout the United States during the season at which it is 
improper to pursue, capture or destroy them to such an extent as to 
threaten their extinction within our boundaries, and for the enforce¬ 
ment of such laws as shall be enacted for those purposes. 

Association shall be known by the name, style and 
title of 1 he National Sportsmen's Association.” 

Art. III. It shall be composed of live delegates from each of the 
State Sportsmen's Associations in the several States that have been ad¬ 
mitted to the convention framing the constitution, and of such other 
States and Territories as shall hereafter be legally admitted and con¬ 
tribute to its maintenance. 

Art. IV. Honorary members of this association shall be eutitled to 
.airthe rights and privileges of delegates except voting. 

Art. V. Any State or territorial association desiring to be renre- 
seated in this Association shall present to the. recording secretary, at 
the annual meeting of the Association, a written application, *j£ued 
by its president and secretary, setting forth the name of the Associ¬ 
ation, date of its organization, names of its officers and delegates and 
the number of clubs or organizations composing it; and a balloc there¬ 
upon shall be had upon the admission of such State or territorial as¬ 
sociation. Any irregularity in the form or substiuioe of the apolica- 
tiou may be waived by the Convention. 

ta i, e or territorial association shall pay the annual sum of 

825.00 to the Treasurer of the National Sportsmen’s Association, and 
no stale or territory shall be or remain unrepresented at anv annual 

meeting, whose dues shall be unpaid. 

■J Art. V 1 , §1. The officers of this Association shall be .r. President. 
First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Ilucowlirig Secretary 
Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, to be elected by ballot. 

§2. The flret election of officers shall be held Immediately upon the 
adoption of this constitution, and the officers then elected shall res¬ 
pectively hold office until the close of the next annual meeting or until 
the r successors are respectively elected, and thereafter afl officers 
snail be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall hold office 
for one year, or until the election of their successors. 

§3 Any vacancy in either of the offices may be filled at any meeting

Art. VII. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings, to preserve order, and see that the laws are carried into 
effect, and to call extra meetings, with the approval of a majority of 
the executive committee. Such extra meeting shall be held at the 
same place as the last previous annual meeting. He shall have no vote 
except in the election of officers and new members, and except on 
equal divisions, when he shall have the casting vote: and he shall also 
appoint all committees unless otherwise ordered. 

I* shall be the duty of the First Vice-President to perform all 
the duties of the President in his absence, and in case of absence of 
both the above mentioned officers, the Second Vice-President shall dis¬ 
charge all the duties appertaining to the President. 

§3. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep an ac- 
curate record of all the proceedings of the Association in a book to 
make all necessary reports pertaining to his office, and to issue all 
notices of meetings. He shall deliver to his successor in office all books 
papers and other property of the Association in his possession. 

§4- It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary to take

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THE GREAT STALLION CHAMPIONSHIP RACE. 

Smuggler the Winner! 

The great stallion race which has been attracting the attention of 
Turfmen, Bluce Its first conception, took place at Mystic Park, on the 
15th Inst. Ample accomodation had been made for the hosts who 
were expected to be present, and on this score, Mr. Blanchard could 
not have been disappointed for the estimated attendance was 40,000 
persons. Everything was favorable for a fast trot, the weather warm, 
and the track, the scene of the Maid’s 2:14, was never in better order. 

In the sale of pools, the betting was very heavy, the favorite, Gift, 
was backed to win at the odds of 3 to 1 , the regular supporters of the 
turf having little confidence in Smuggler, owing to his previous unstead¬ 
iness. The rates before the race were: Mambrlno Gift, #160; Smuggler 
«75; Thomas Jefferson, $30; and the field, which included Phil. Sheri¬ 
dan, Commonwealth, Vermont, Abdallah and H. W. Genet, 40. It was 
not known that W. H. Allen would start, but he was included in the 
field. The backers of Smuggler relying on the improvement he had 
shown in steadiness, In his winning race at Beacon Park, on Sept. 8 th, 
were prepared to take the odds offered against him, and this confidence 
proved well founded, for he won the race in three straight heats, equal¬ 
ling in the last, the best Stallion time on record. At 2:30, the horses 
were called up, and out of the 16 nominations, seven came up for the 
word, and drew positions as follows: Mambrino Gift, Jeffersan, Smug¬ 
gler, Sheridan, Genet, Abdallah and Commonwealth. After three in¬ 
effectual attempts to get a start, Thomas Jefferson was allowed by the 
Judges to withdraw on account of lameness. At the concluslou of the 
race, the Hon. Geo. B. Loring delivered to the successful competitors 
the four gold^iedals, with appropriate remarks, and thus ended one 
of the greatest trotting events of our time. The purses were awarded 
as follows: Smuggler, 14000; Sheridan, 63000; Genet, * 2000 , and Com¬ 
monwealth, # 1000 \

FELLOWCRAFT vs. LEXINGTON. 

I saw an article recently, concerning Lexington’s and Fellowcraft’s 
time, besides several others, which puts them all so far ahead of Lex¬ 
ington that 1 cannot help giving my opinion, together with the cir- 
cu< ??J a,,ce8 ^hat raue > *or I rode him in It, and I recollect it as well 
as if it were yesterday. 

The article in question says the track was prepared for him to run 
on. I admit that it was, bnt it was very much against him. Hie feet 
got very sore, aud he tore all bis plates off. The track was too hard. 
It further says they started horses with him to help him make the 
tirae. After 1 had gone the first mile they turned one horse after roe: 
I don t recollect now what horse it was. On the third mile Arrow 
was turned loose. I heard him behind me on the backstretch. and that 
was the last of any of them: they were no help to me or the horse. 

Before I started I told Mr. Ten Broeok to tell me the time of the 
first mile, I then could regulate the others myself, and when I passed 
the stand he called out to me l.-47i. The average of each mile 1 had 
to go was 1:52 and a fraction to make 7:26. 1 knew then I was going 
too fast, although I had set them that pace to go the four miles, which 
I think, he could have done with ease. I then took a pull on him, and 
ran the second mile in 1:62J, aud the third in 1 :G1 Mr. Ten Broeck 
called to me 1 was in time, aud would do it sure.
